Saves Costello 
From Deportation 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Supreme Court overturned to­ 
day an older few deportation 
of Frank Costello, 71-year-old 
New York gambler. 
Justice Stewart delivered the 
6-2 decision. Justice White dis­ 
sented with an opinion in which 
Justice Clark joined. Justice 
Harlan took no part. 
Costello was born in Italy 
and brought to this country 
when four years old. He was 
naturalized in 
1925 but the 
naturalization was canceled in 
1959 on the ground he obtained 
citizenship by fraud. 
In 1954 Costello was con­ 
victed of evading income taxes 
in 1948 and 1949. He served 
two years in prison. In 1961 he 
was ordered deported as an 
alien convicted of two crimes 
involving moral turpitude. The 
U. S. Cricuit Court in New 
York ruled the two tax con­ 
victions were such crimes and 
upheld the deportation order.

U.N. Security Council Opens 
Debate On Cyprus Dispute 


UNITED NATIONS, N. Y. 
(AP)—The Cyprus dispute goes 
before the U.N. Security Coun­ 
cil today as Britain and the 
United States seek to head off 
military intervention by Turkey 
and Greece. 
The council debate, requested 
by Britain and Cyprus, was ex­ 
pected to launch negotiations for 
an international force linked to 
the U.N. Its purpose would be 
to prevent another general out­ 
break of fighting between the 
G r e e k and Turkish Cypriot 
communities. 
FEAR WAR 
The United States and Britain 
fear that another serious out­ 
break 
would 
prompt 
Turkey 
and Greece to send in troops to 
back up their Cypriot kin. The 
result could be a war between 
Turkey 
and 
Greece, Eastern 
anchors of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
Archbishop Makarios, 
Greek 
Cyprior president of Cyprus, 
broadcast an appeal to Turkish 
and 
Greek Cypriots for 
re­ 
straint. But Makarios warned 
that his government—meaning 
the Greek Cypriots — would 
"not five in to threats, pres­ 


sure or blackmail." 
"We shall fight courageously 
and resolutely against the de­ 
signs or attacks on our island," 
he said.

The archbishop said he 
would only accept a force ap­ 
proved by the U N. and made 
up of British Commonwealth 
nations. 
Ball, who won acceptance of 
the NATO force from Greece 
and Turkey, described Cyprus 
as a "very critical problem."

PROFIT 


All profit la a form of re­ 
turned faith and enterprise. But 
that return does not have to 
come back, at all times, as 
mere money profit. A man may 
be repair a thousandfold for a 
kindness rendered at an oppor­ 
tune time. 
In some manner or other we 
are being constantly compen­ 
sated for the most trivial of en­ 
terprises, about which we give 
but casual thought at the time. 
Joseph Conrad, in later years, 
admitted that he never would 
have taken up literature as a 
livelihood had it not been for 
the enouragement of a friend, 
who told him that his first book, 
"Alamayers Folly,” should be 
published. 
The most satisfactory profit 
is that which we do not expect 
— bread returning on the wa 
ters after many years. Herein 
lies the secret of the happiness 
of the teacher. Modest though 
his material compensation may 
be, great indeed is that profit 
that is continually coming back 
to him in the success and useful 
ness of those who once sat at 
his feet and listened. 
“Every act,” says Emerson, 
“rewards itself, or In other 
words integrates itself in a two­ 
fold manner: First In the thing, 
or in real nature; and secondly 
In the circumstance, or in ap­ 
parent nature.” 
We are usually disappointed 
if we look for, or expect, an im­ 
mediate return on the invest­ 
ment of a kindness, an expres­ 
sion of good will, or some spon­ 
taneous act, impelled by a gen­ 
erous impulse. Instantly in the 
heart is always recorded some­ 
thing on the profit side the 
moment any of these things is 
consummated. 
Habitually we are loaning out 
much of ourselves, and always 
the interest is recorded as hav­ 
ing been paid in advance. How 
else can we ever hope for en­ 
richment of spirit? Nature asks 
nothing in return for its great 
gifts to us, even though we for­ 
ever remain In its debt. How 
much more should we appre­ 
ciate the gain from acts, or 
words of encouragement, given 
to those of like nature to us. 
We are all indebted to the 
writer of every worthwhile book 
that we read, and to every hu­ 
man being who has radiated 
something of his or her own 
wealth of character to us. This 
sort of profit accumulates and 
compounds for so long as we 
live.

Byers said there is no 
reference to high schools. 
CLAIM NOT COVERED 
The American Broadcasting 
Co., which has signed the Ford 
Motor Co. as sponsor, contends 
the five National League games 
it plans to show next fall aren’t 
covered in the 1961 law, be­ 
cause the games are being ne­ 
gotiated with individual dubs 
and not the NFL. 
Byers in a statement author­ 
ized by the NCAA’s legislative 
and television committee said 
Saturday the plan is a violation 
"because 
available 
evidence 
suggests coordinated action by 
the parties involved and an 
agreement not to respect the 
blackout provisions of the law.” 
He added the "indifference of 
professional football to the esti­ 
mated 18.000 high schools, the 
bulk of which play their games 
on Friday night” is intentional. 
COORDINATED PROTEST 
In Chicago, Clifford Fagan,

As you go through the aisles, 
watch what you're doing and 
push the cart with care. If you 
need to leave your cart to go 
back for another item, park it 
where it won’t be in the way. 
When you change your mind 
about buying an item, always 
return the merchandise to its 
proper shelf. If you knock an 
item off the shelf, pick it up and 
replace it. Tell the attendant 
if you break a container mr drop 
produce on the floor. 
Getting produce weighed be­ 
fore you get to the checkout line 
will save time, both for you and 
for other shoppers.

HABITS OR NEATNESS

Habits of orderliness can be 
learned early in life. Since much 
af a young child's waking hours 
are filled with play, toy storage 
can be a first consideration. A 
child needs a convenient and 
easy • to • get - at place for his 
toys when they aren't in use 
He should be able to get what 
ha wants without disturbing toys 
he doesnt want. 
A series of low shelves is one 
answer to toy storage. When 
built varying distances apart, 
such shelves eon accommodate 
toys of different sixes. 
Too often a child uses a box 
or basket to store his toys. Ev­ 
ery time be wants a toy it’s on 
the bottom. Paint and corners 
get knocked off when toys are 
dumped out, then returned to 
the box. Having toys damaged 
may kill a child’s interest in 
them and does nothing to build 
his appreciation of orderliness. 
HANDY RACKS 
In the bathroom, hooks and 
racks he can reach may encour­ 
age him to hang up towels and 
washcloths. A mirror, and shelf 
below it, at the child’s level can 
help to develop good personal 
grooming habits. If junior is in 
his preschool years, it's helpful 
to have a step at toilet and wash­ 
bowl Low hooks and rods in 
the closet for pajamas and oth­ 
er clothing encourage orderli­ 
ness in the bedroom and in clos­ 
ets for outerwear. 
Parents often are concerned 
and confused about discipline 
and punishment. Discipline is 
teaching and training, eventual­ 
ly teaching the child self-disci­ 
pline and control necessary for 
responsible adulthood. 
WATCH PUNISHMENT 
Punishment is not the same. 
Instead of this teaching and 
trainigg, too often parents* at­ 
tempts at regulating child be­ 
havior are limited to punish­ 
ment This is a ford • in * the • 
band theory because it's true 
that punishment may stop a 
child from doing something his 
, parents don’t want him to do. 
Although he stops, parents 
don't want him to do. 
Although he stops, parents 
should ask themselves what ho 
is learning. Win this help him 
grow toward self • discipline? 
Does 
he 
stop because he's 
afraid? Such fear may turn to 
resentment, and the child waits 
for an opportunity to repeat tho 
act when he won’t be caught 
Punishmmit may not stop the 
child. Ha may want to do some­ 
thing so much that it's worth 
befog punished. Ho may want 
the attention of punishment. 
When he behaves, no one both­ 
ers with him; but when he mis­ 
behaves, he becomes the center 
of attention. 
Discipline is the long • term for 
developing the full potential of 
a child. Parents need to know 
the processes of growth because 
discipline teaches when it works 
hand - in • hand with the child's 
growth md development.

SHUN RED STAND 
Dr. W. A. Visser *t Hooft of 
The Netherlands, secretary-gen­ 
eral of the committee, told a re­ 
porter the committee had taken 
no formal action to condemn 
antireligious measures adopted 
by the Soviet government. He 
said council members had told 
Soviet officials privately what 
the churchmen think about the 
Russians. 
He said they had suggested 
that the Soviet government al­ 
low Bibles to he printed. 
Most of the committee’s meet­ 
ings, which began last Monday, 
dealt with plans to raise $1 mil­ 
lion for relief of refugees in 
African conflict zones and with 
talk of the possibility of ties 
with the Vatican. 
SECRET DECISIONS 
No decisions were announced. 
But Visser 't Hooft said there 
may be Roman Catholic church 
cooperation In some form with 
the council, although his Catho­ 
lic friends see little chance of 
joining the council as members. 
All the world’s other major 
Christian churches are linked in 
the council. 
The committee also discussed 
the question of a successor for 
Visser ’t Hooft. Now 63, he 
hopes to retire next year.

York, Friday visited a Russian 
Orthodox theological seminary 
on the outskirts (rf the city, one 
of eight still existing in the 
country.

very week the Rev. Allen Clark's ministry reaches 20,000 people, half way around 
the world. His "ministry by mail," known as Home Prayers, iv broadcast to Eskimos 
.by a missionary at Frobisher Bay, Canada, cmd read by G. Ls in Korea. It is used in 
hospitals and churches for their patients and shut-ins. 
It began in 1927 when Mr. Clark had a circuit of three parishes near Hanover, N. H. 
The bitter New England winters made it impossible for him to hold services in a small 
chapel back in the hills. He hit upon an idea of sending the three families of the chapel 
a mimeographed home service each week during the worst winter months. The idea caught 
en and others wanted it, and by 1930 it was being printed instead of mimeographed. 
By 1958 Hi circulation had grown so large that Mr. Clark either had to resign from 
parish work or give up Home Prayers. He chose to stay with Home Prayers, and H wen 
incorporated as a non-profit enterprise with an interdenominational board of trustees. 
Home Prayers consists of an opening prayer, a Bible reading, a 450-word sermon cmd 
a closing prayer. There is no charge. 
"Twice a year we 'pass the plate' by mail," says Mr. Clark, "lf God wants Home Prayers 
to continue, He will provide the money."

CONGRESS CAN 
NOT BE CERTAIN 
ABOUT FUNDS

NEW YORK (AP) — Having 
about finished with the federal 
income tax cut, the Congress 
may consider its’ task of raising 
revenue out of the way. Now it 
can turn to the other side of the 
federal budget—how to spend 
the money to be collected or 
borrowed. 
But in neither case can It be 
in absolute control of these fig­ 
ures. 
New tax rates rad other rev­ 
enues should return $93 billion, 
if everything goes as expected 
in the next fiscal year. 
RESULTS UNCERTAIN * 


But if corporate profits ex­ 
pand at a faster rate than pre­ 
dicted, the new 50 per cent in­ 
come tax rate might bring in 
more than the old 52 per cent 
rate did in 1963 earnings. If the 
unexpected happens and busi­ 
ness 
slumps 
after 
midyear, 
Treasury collections could be off 
sharply. 
The same holds for individual 
income tax returns. If personal 
incomes rise as they're sup­ 
posed to, the new rates will 
bring the amount the Treasury 
counts (Mi. If they should sud­ 
denly tumble, the Treasury def­ 
icit could soar. 
It has happened before. Un­ 
expected hard times brought a 
skimpy receipts and turned a 
predicted Treasury surplus into 
$12 billion deficit in fiscal 
1959. 
Congress can come closer to 
determining how much will be 
sprat. But a large part of this, 
too, is beyond its control, for 
one reason or another. 
MANY FACTORS 
Sometimes a sudden economic 
emergency will cause a rush of 
new 
spending to prime the 
pump. Weather, or foreign pol­ 
itics, can change the cost of the 
various farm programs. 
But a lot of the spending in 
any one year has already been 
set by prior government action 
and by carry-over funds before 
Congress votes on the new au­ 
thorizations. 
The budget submitted for fis­ 
cal 1965, starting July I, calls 
for nearly $98 billion of expendi­ 
tures. The Tax Foundation Inc. 
asserts that only 30 per cent of 
this is under effective control of 
this session of Congress. The 
nonprofit organization with an 
avowed leaning toward frugal­ 
ity says that $42 billion to be 
spent in the next fiscal year is 
for projects already approved 
by Congress, with the spending 
authority carried over from pri­ 
or years.

Red Defector Is Given 
New Life In This Country 


By LBWIS GULICK 
WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. government is granting 
asylum to Soviet secret police 
defector Yuri I. Nosenko in a 
case still carrying overtones of 
a spy thriller. 
The State Department unrav­ 
eled some of the mystery with 
a pair of announcements Fri­ 
day. In the first U.S. comment 
since last Monday’s disclosure 
that Nosenko, who had disap­ 
peared from the Soviet dis­ 
armament delegation at Geneva 
Feb. 4, had asked for political 
asylum in America, press offi­ 
cer Richard I. Phillips revealed 
that: 
1. Nosenko now is in Washing­ 
ton, though his exact where­ 
abouts remains a secret. 
ASK INTERVIKW 
2. The Russians demanded an 
interview with Nosenko in a 
note 
Wednesday, 
and 
were 
granted it Friday. A Soviet Em­ 
bassy representative talked to 
Nosenko for less than an hour, 
and Nosenko “reconfirmed his 
desire for asylum.” 
3. A Swiss Embassy represent­ 
ative also questioned Nosenko 
separately for less than an hour 
and got the same answer. A 
State Department representa­ 
tive sat in on both interroga­ 
tions. 
A Soviet Embassy spokesman 
confirmed the interview with 
Nosenko but declined comment. 
The Swiss Embassy also ac­ 
knowledged having seen Nosen­ 
ko and said its representative 
’had been told by the Russian 
that he wanted refuge in the 
United States. 
FUTIPY RUSSIA 
Phillips said the United States 
is “prepared to give him asy­ 
lum” and had sent the Soviet 
Union a note replying to their 
Wednesday inquiry “as to the 
manner in which Mr. Nosenko 
presented himself to U.S. au­ 
thorities.” 
The State Department spokes­ 
man said there would be no fur­ 
ther announcement, and he de­ 
clined to say when Nosenko 
might be surfaced to public 
view.

Nosenko defected, how he got 
to the United States, and what 
secrets he might have passed on 
to U.S. intelligence.

From the hiss Moscow has 
made over his disappearance 
there was speculation that the 
West had gained a notable prize 
in the continuing undercover 
contest of the cold war. 
Nosenko, 36, was ostensibly a 
low-ranking member of the So­ 
viet delegation at the disarma­ 
ment parley. Actually, accord­ 
ing to U.S. sources he is a staff 
officer of the Soviet KGB secret 
police apparatus.
